MK. BRECKENRIDGE’S ADDRESS. 


When Governor Long had finished speaking 


Mr. Breckenridge arose amid appreciatiye ap- 
plause, and began his oration, an abstract of

It las been urged that oneof the honors to be 
iven these revered men is that they were ‘atthe 
eginni: g’’ of our institutions; that they Iecft be- 

hind them the old forins and institutious of other 
continents and started new institutions, based on 
new principles, ‘and protec’ed by new govern- 
mental modes. But institutions are growths, not 
manufactures. The option ofinstitutional material 
at any given time is limited. Thnechoice ieft to the 
sialesmen is narrow; the margin between the lines 
of development is relatively small, and herein lies 
the claim to honor among the immortal who have 
deserved well of mankind, that at a critical mo- 
ment, perhaps amid the din of perilous battle, they 
choose wisely and heroicaliy. Andas the growth 
coutinues ceasles-ly there constantly recurs 

A NECESSITY FOR NEW CHOICE, 

an obligation of fresh decision. Thusit is that on 
the one hand each generation must mect and solve 
its own problem, and yet on the other each genera- 
tion finds that what has been done before it came 
in 
the s'raightencd lines of choice. No historian has 
given ‘to thoSe who first suffered for the sublime 
truth that human freedom was impossible, except 
by the seperation of chureh and state, that place of 
eminence which is by right their’.s This is atruth 
to which the pilgrim fathers testified. This truth 
they first brought to America; this istheir true 
bonor; this their fadeless crown. 

The company which came overin the Mayflower 
was ofthe Caivinisiic Protestant church. Its pes 
culiarity wasthatit was a separatist church.

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THE SUN OBSCURED 
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in Montana. . 

Herena, Mout., August 1.—The forest fire 
which have Leen prevailig dg@Montana for a 
week show no signs of abatement. From 
Ifelena west, north and south a great black 
cloud of smoke hangs over the country, and 
for six days the sun has not been seen. Gran- 
ville Stuart, than whom no man in Montana 
is better able to judge, estimates the damage 
at half a million dollars. 

At Missoula, in western Montana, streets, 
buildings and sidewalks are covered with 
ashes. The air is like a blast froma fyrnace. 
The atmosphere is filled with crisp 
embers that have descended -like a 
light fall of snow. It is estimated 
that the loss in Jefferson county 
from the forest fires so far this season will ag- 
gregate in the neighborhood of $25,000, con- 
sisting mainly of cord wood, cut and pre- 
pared for market, in addition to which an im- 
mense amount of standing timber has been 
destroyed. The fire now raging in Boulder 
Canon, near Bernice, has been most destruc- 
tive of property. A larger part of the cord- 
wood consumed in this blaze was contracted to 
the Anaconda sinelter. In the neighborhood 
of the great mining camp of Phillipsburg, the 
damage has been immeuse, while the town of 
Granite isin mmminent danger of being de- 
stroyed. The mountains aliout the city are all 
ablaze, and while no danger to the city is 
feared the heat and stifling smoke are almos 
unbearable. 


AN ORANGE TRUST. 


The Floridians Form an Asscciation, But 
Deny That It is a Trust. 

New Yorx, August 1.—While the Florida 
fruit dealers who attended the meeting held 
today in the office of E. L. Goodsell, 103 Park 
place, strenuously deny that they are attempt- 
ing to form a fruit trust, many of the local 
merchants arg equally positive in asserting 
that the meeting was called for no other pur- 
pose than forming the ‘Florida Orange Grow- 
ers’ and Dealers’ Protective Association,”’ 
which they say is purely and simply an orange 
trust. Senator A. S. Maun, of Florida, one of 
the largest orange growers in the south, said 
before the meeting that its object would 
be to secure better transportation and to 
take steps to see that the orange crop in the 
south would not be so completely lost to the 
growers as it was at present. Mr. Goodsell 
then submitted a plan for packing, shipping 
and marketing the crop of Florida oranges, 
suggesting the organization of the association 
and the appointing of committees at large 
centers of fruit consumption in the United 
States. The duties of the committees would 
be to urge on therailroads ventilated cars to 
arrive here in six days in excellent condition. 
Their agents, Messrs. Sgobel & Day, have sold 
twelve carloads already this week at prices very 
satisfactory to the growers, and are getting a 
better price hege than at either Boston or Chi- 
cago. Next week the supply will be consider- 
ably greater. 
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THE BLACKWELLS IN COURT 


To Show Cause Why a Receiver Should Not 
be Appointed. 

RALEIGH, N. C., August 1.—[Special.]— 
Charles W. Busbee has returned from Oxford, 
where he went as attorney for the Fourth 
National bank, andthe Natioval Park bank of 
New York, and the National bank of Ralcigh, 
to obtain an injunction agamst V. Bal- 
lard and W. S. Halliburton, trustees of 
Ww. : Blackwell, and he bank 
of Durham. Judge Graves granted 
a restraining order forbidding the trustees 
from disbursing any funds,and also an order 
for the trustees to show cause before him at 
Hillsboro August 3, why they should not be 
removed, and the irusteeship placed in the 
hands ofa receiver. The banks named above 
are creditors of Backwell and the Bank of 
Durham for more than $100,000. The affi- 
davyit on which the restraining order was 
given, charges the trustees with laches and 
extravagance in administering the trust estate 
in their hands.

SULLIVAN WILL FIGHT aCCURDING 
ZO MISSTSSIPPI RULES, 


THE SLUGSER YIELDS TO THE LA 
Put Can Knock Any Other Man Out—Sollivan 


Surrenders to Deputy Childs, Who Will 
Take Hii Back to Mississippi. 


New York, August 1.—Jobn L. Sullivan 
looked none the worse this morning after his 
oce@pancy, at police headquarters, of one of 
the ordinary cells there for the night. At half 
past 10 o’clock he was taken to the district at- 
torney’s office. He was accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Childs, of Mississippi, and ttvo 
New York detectives. When the carriage 
reached the courthouse it was surrounded by a 
cheering and howling crowd. The officers, 
with difiiculty, forced a way for the pugilist 
from the coach to the building. Sullivan was 
taken before District Attorney Fellows and the 
papers upon which he was arrested were 
handed to that official, who, having carefully 
red them over, gave whispered instructions to 
one of his clerks. This individual, in turn, 
took the papers, and turning to the prisoner, 
said: 

‘Mr. Sullivan, if you want, you can get a 
writ of habeas corpus, provided you are wil- 
ling to swear that you are not Jubn L. Sulli- 
van.”’ 

The big fellow smiled, but said nothing. 
Then his backer, Charley Johnson, who stood 
beside him, explained that they were waiting 
for Delancy Nicoll, who had been retained as 
counsel. The pugilist, with officers and a 
swarm of reporters, then adjourned to the 
room of the First Assistant District Attorney 
Fitzgerald. Sullivan was later taken before 
Judge O’Brien in supreme court chambers and 
through his counsel, Delancy Nicoll, admitted 
his identity as the person called for in the 
writ of extradition. Hesaid he was willing 
to go south, and Judge O’Brien ordered that 
he be turned over at once to Deputy Sheriff 
Childs, of Mississippi. 

Counse! Nicoll informed the judge that be- 
fore Sullivan was arrested he bad made up his 
mind to go back voluntarily and surrender 
himself to the authorities of the state of Mis- 
sissippi, feeling confident he would be justly 
and fairly dealt with. 

He said further, that when Sullivan entered 
into the compact of fighting Jake Kilrain he 
understood that the battle ground would be in 
the state of Louisiana, and it was not until the 
night before the fight thatthe place of fight- 
ing was changed to Mississippi, and Sullivan 
did not really know until at the ring side 
that he was in the state of Missis- 
sippi. He did not change-the ground, 
and he had no intention of breaking the law, 
but he bad no alternative but.fight or become 
apoltroon. Sullivan is now willing to go back 
in charge of Deputy Sheriff Childs as soon ss 
that ofticer desires. 

Assistant District Attorney McDonnas then 
took a receipt from the deputy sheriit for the 
body of John L. Suliivan, who was then band- 
ed over to bis custody by Detective Adams, 

Mr. McDonna then made a motion that 
pending the departure of Deputy Sheriff 
Chijds, Sallivan be locked up in the city pri- 
son. 

Counsel Nicoll said he thought there was po 
occasion for sending Sullivan to prison and 
Sullivan was allowed to depart in care Deputy 
Sheriff Childs and Detective Adams. He will 
leave for Mississippi tonight. 

Sullivan left at 7:35 on his southern journey 
in company with Muldoon, Pat Martin, his 
brother Mike and a man who called himself 
P.S. Grant. State Agent Childs and Detec 
tive Sergeant Adams made up the party.

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THE NORTH CARCLINA EXODUS. 


Fifty Thousand People to Leave the State in 
the Fall. 

RALF‘GB, N. C., August 1.—[Special.]—The 
committe: appointed by the colored emigra- 
tion convention wnich met here last April to 
gotothe west and southwest, examine the 
country and learn what arrangements: can be 
made for the movement of a large body of co!- 
ored people from North Carolina, expect to 
leave here for the southwest Sunday. The 
committee says that over 78,000 names of those 
who will move have been enrolled, and that 
they have agreed to be ready tostart in forty- 
eight hours after notice has been given them. 
provided the’ commission makes a favorable 
report. It is said by the committee 
that the people in the south western states 
have held meetings composed of farmers, busi- 
ness men and capttalists, who have appointed 
committees to meet and confer with the North 

Yarolina commissioner, and to otier such in- 
ducements as will direct the tide of immigra- 
tion in that direction. If the conditions are 
favorable and the committee shail 
so report, it is thought by the committee that 
at least fifty thousand people will be moved 
next fall. Louisiana, Tennessee, Kansas, Ar- 
kansas, Texas and California seem to be 
making preparations toincrease their colored 
population at the expense of North Carolina. 
Exodus agents from Kansas and Arkansas are 
expected here Saturday to accompany the 
commissioners from this state. 


SLASHING THE RATES.

There is danger that the cut in passenger rates 
inaugurated by the Pan Hendle road, will spread 
overmuch more territory than it now occupies.

RicMonpD, Va., August 1.—James river is 
seventeen feet above the ordinary low wa- 
ter mark and fising four inches per honr.

THE SITUATION AT DANVILLE. 

DANVILLE, Va., Agust 1.—It has been rain- 
ing here in heavy showers today; and this 
morning there was more water in Dan river 
than was ever known before. Factories and 
small dwellings on the river banks were 
flooded, and the loss will be about $15,000, ex- 
clusive of the damage to the railroads. Travel 
on the Danville and New Kiver road is sus- 
pended.

THE RANKIN AMENDMENT.

In case of failure to agree on or before 
the 15th of Se ger hat next, then the road aid its 
appurtenauces shali be offered without furthe r 
guaranty to the iessees uncer this act than that th 
gaine sball be in as cood condition as when receiy ed 
from the state by (he present lessees. 

MR. M’DONALD, OF WARE, 
followed Mr.Glenn. He offered his amendment, 
the one that had been dubbed “a physical, chem- 
ical, moral, mental and legal impossibilitr,’’ pre- 
facing this with a few good natured remarks at the 
expense of the genticman from Whitfield. 

“My friend,” said he, ‘‘has been soaring around 
on the tail of acomet, and brought the light of 
heaven and earth to bear on this question, was 
in hopes that he would suggest some plan, and show 
the way biazed out toa solution of this question. 
The gist of his remarks was simply that we were in 
@ difficulty and onght to get out ofit somehow. I 
suppose he feels over his speech like the old lady 
did when she gave her experience at a camp-mect- 
ing—it did her a mighty heap of good to tell it even 
af it didn’t benefit anyboty cise, “I think the origi- 
mal inventory is the guide ior us to go by—what else 
have we to go by?” 

MR. LAMAR, OF RICHMOND, 
followed ina stroug speech. He is regarded as one 
of ihe best posted men in the house on the West- 
ern and Atlantic question, and hig talx yesterday 
was listeuod to with marked attention. 

Mr. Lamar said that the original bill proposed to 
lease the road in whatever condition it might be 
received by the state from the present lessees, That 
offer Was so uncertain aud indefiuite that it prac- 
ticaily meant no chance fora higd rental. In the 
cominittee he liad therefore proposed the amenc- 
ment, which: hed been edopted, that the road 
should be offered in its present coudition, less 
matural wear and tcar; that wouid secure & govd bid. 
It was a Siatement of the condition in which 
the road was to be delivered to the lessees, and if 
that was the endvui the maiter he would have noth- 
ing moretossy. But the multitude of the broken 
Jaws on our statute book warned us that the mere 
passage of the law that the road was to be in good 
condition did not secure it: the offering the road iu 
its present condition was no assurance that the 
lessees would deliver the road in its present m: agni- 
ficent state. They had already warned us that it 
should not be thus delivered. They claimed 
the right to remove trade fixtures. They had 
threatenrd to let it ran down and not to keep ac up 
to its present high standard. Our guarantee, that 
§t should be in its present condition at the end of 
‘the lease in the face of a threat hke this, was 
equivaicnt to inviting litigation not only with the 
old lessce> but it putusin the position, where not 
only the possimiity but the probability was, that 
we would begin our new Icase by 1 igating with 
our new tenant. The road wasto be turned over 
to us December 27, 1890, the busiest seasun in a 
year when every car was needed, and if th 

esent lessees carried out theirthreat and delivered 

t run-down and failed to deliver rolling stock, the 
new tenant might very a refuse to onaeg oh : 
road, thus run dowa, when we bad guaranteed th 
it shonld be in good condition and p costae 
nipped with roiling stock. If the new lessee fuii- 
thus to receive and leit the road in the h ands of 
the state every one can see the disadvantage of the 
state. Oa the other hand if, notwithstanding our 
breach of contract, the new tenant had 
already accepted the road, he would have 
ge heavy claim for damages. The amount 
of which it would be almost imposs%ble to estimate, 
and the state, by every principle of public houor, 
would be bound to make good the damage doue.

What we all want js a good tenant and @ good price 
und the only way to secure that is to offer a g 
road, that we have today, and all we need isto see 
to it that it is keptso. That we can secure by a 
wise aud business-like arrangement with those now 
in possession as proposed by the amendment which 
he hoped wonld pass. 
MR. SIMMONS, OF SUMTER, 

spoke next, supporting the Rankin resolution. 

“That amendment, ” said he, ‘‘is a peacemaker in 
this dispute—blessed be the peacemaker.

We can therefor ra conclude that these claimants 
being shrewd and reasonable business men will 
not touch one ioot of rails or cro ssties nor remove 
Ohe brick or stone from de *potor br id ge. 

This then rednees the hs etterm ents claim to the 
question of 320,009 lor side tracks. ‘The statement 
by the representative of thee! simmante of thir claim 
was—so taras I have been able to learu it—narrowed 
down tothericshtof a lessee to remove trade fixt- 
ures before the expiration of his lease and that all 
the improvemeuts to the prc yperty were trade 
‘“fixturea.’”’ I lave already showh that even if this 
claim was correct the claimants couldn’t remove 
aluvihing butthe steel on the side tracks because 
they would lo e money by trying to remove depots, 
bridges, or rails that would have to be replaced. 

Now, suppose the state was an individual and 
owned property now under lease, and desired to 
lease it again, and w as threatened by present lessee 
tuat he would make trouble for the ne ‘w lessee. 

He would ggand const t his lawyer. 

Jthrow ett this Suggestion, viz: if this general 
assembly bas any doubtas toits obligations about 
trade fixtures let th em instruct the governe® to con- 
sult the attorney-general, aud let us have the ben- 
elit of his opinion. : 

But whether his opinion agrees with mine—that 
the claimonts are not entitled to a dollar, or 
whether his opinion agrees withthe trade fixture 
theory of the claimants—there isno need for us to 
delay action now. 

Let us adopt Glenn’se amendment and offer 
to lease the road in its present condition— 
natural wear and tear excepted—and guarantee the 
new lessees against any loss or harm from claims of 
any kindor from any source, 

hayce since shown that in the most extreme view 
of the case, if our o;- inion is wrong and the claim- 
alts are entitled to ‘trade fixtures,’’} the amount 
involved won!d notexeeed the value of the steel 
on ail the side trucks, and as there are only about 
SU miles of side tracks, the entire sum couldn’t 
amount to more than $100,000, 

Toe state had better takethe risk of guar ecing 
when said lease involves only the sum of about 
$100,000 and thus secure a larger rental than would 
be the case if the new lessees wére in Ganger of 
trouble or damage. 

Let us then take this risk which is not 

a large one, and if our attorney-general gives the 
apinl ‘on that any otier railroad corporation would 
have to allow side tracks to be considered as trade 
fixtures, let us consider that claim; but if the at- 
ior ney- general agrees that side tracks are not trade 
fixtures, then let the claimants get their redress 
from the courts, where, they assert, they can bring 
it. But they propose arbitration. My experience 
of arbitration is that it means that the odd man— 
that is, the third or fifth man-—splits the difference 
and awards balf the amount cla med. 

Remember, the claimants have never disclosed 
the amount ot their claima. If you agree to arbitra- 
tion they may claim 21,000,000 or two or tiree or 
anv number of millions, and then the two of the 
arbitrators representing the state will be apt to 
take the post tion that the state owes not hing. 
The two arbitraters representing the claimants wil | 
be apt to take the position that they ought to re- 
ceive the $1,000, G09 claime od. The fifth man would 
be apt tosny: ‘Weil, let's split the difference and 
give them £5. 0,109.” 

There only remains to consider the apprebension 
that unless some settlementis made with the old 
lessees, tiiey will let the property run down. 

Asa matter of fact, the steel rails put down on 
the Western and Atlantic roadbed! can’t wear out 
during the next two years, and asa matterof busi- 
ners prudence the lessees can’t let the road run 
down, because ifaecidents occurred the damages 
would come out of their pockeia, Recollect the 
Claimants are not the lessor. I don’t believe if 
the claimants controlled this road they would dare 
fo ran it down, because I know them to be shrewd 
business mez, aud iI believe them to 
be humane men. But the ciaimants do no, 
control the road. The leaseeompany of which J. 
E. Brown is president, controlit. If there are acci- 
dents the judements for damages will be against J. 
E, Brownetal Do you suppose they will let the 
money received from earnings go out of their hands 
until they have spent on the road ail that is neces- 
fary to keep it safe for freight and passengers and 
up to the requirements needful to earn all it is now 
earning, 

In any large trade there is some risk. Let the 
state clearly uudersiand that is guarantee is 
limited to $100,000 and may not reach €20,000, and 
I think you will agree with me that it will be wise 
anid conservative anda safe business operation to 
take this risk and thus secure a higher rental from 
the new lessees,

SENATOR ALL'S RESOL 


The following are Senatcr Hall’s s Western ae 
“Atlantic resolutions as they passed the senate yes 
terday: 

Whereas, It is claimed by the Western and At- 
lantie Railroad company, but not conceded by the 
state, that said company has the legal right, under 
its contract with the state for the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, to permit said property 
to resume the condition it was in at the beginning 
of the lease, and to that end remove from the leased 
premises all structures which said company has 
placed thereon, provided the condition of the 
premises be. restored. to what it was at the com- 
mencement of the leafe, 

And whereas, The said Western and Atlantic 
railroad company claims (which is conceded by the 
state) that if the lease property is kept in good con- 
dition until the end of the lease, the state should 
pay the difference between its then condition and 
the condition in which it was at the commencement 
of the lease; 

And whereas, It isimportant to know just what 
amount the Western and Atlantic railroad company 
claims to be due it or the state for the differ- 
ence of the now condition of the said road and its 
condition when the lease commenced, and as it is 
important to know just what structures the said 
company Claims the right to remove and the value 
thereof at the expiration of the present term of the 
lease so that the legislature can puss intelligently 
on ssid claim; 

And whereas, Itisimportant to know in what 
manner the Western aud Atlantic Railroad com- 
pany proposes to settle with the state: for such 
engines, cars and other personal pzoperty received 
by it from the state and which is not now in exist- 
ence; 

Aud whereas, It is claimed that the state owns 
Western and Atlantic railroad property in this state 
and in the state ot Tennessee which is not needed 
in operating the Western and Atlantic railroad, and 
itis important to know just what property and the 
value of the same not so needed; 

Aud whereas, The city of C hattanooza has memo- 
rialized the legislature to remove the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad company’s freight depot in Chat- 
tanooga from its present site, and if it 1s to be done 
it is claimed that the present site of said freight 
depot will not be needed for opé rating said road; 

And whereas, it is reported that the county of 
Hamilton, state of Tennessee, city of Chattanooga, 
and other sting a ae and natural persons have 
entered upon land of the state of Georgia, and occu- 
py and use the same for various purposes without 
the conseul of the state, and itis important thet all 
facts touching the oecupancy of the state’ 8 property 
should be known to the legislature.

A paper very suggestive of thought was read by 
Mr. M. L. Parker at the afternoon session, on the 
subject, ‘‘Philosophy of Education,” 

Dr. Clifton read an article on the “Battle Fieids 
of Science.’’ He showed that every victory won by 
science was a victory for religion, but that religion- 
ists had always oprosed scientists. 

A committee was appointed by Judge Hook con- 
sisting of Messrs. Woodall, Slaton, Zettler, Branson, 
Evans, Stribling and Looney, and of Misses Buford, 
Goodail and Anderson to draft a set of resolutions, 
expressive of the sentimemut of this body concern- 
ing several important matters touching the educa- 
cational interests of the state.

| * PHE OPENING OF THE CONVENTION, 

On Tuesday morning the convention met at 
the courthouse at eleven o'clock, instead of 
ten, as was announced, and was caijled to 
order by President P. J. Berckmans. Rev. 
Dr. Bradley opened the session by prayer, after 
which Mayor J. A. Stewart introduced Hon. 
Frank Flynt, who delivered the address of 
welcane. In his addrees Mr. Flynt spoke of 
the pleasure that the people feltin having an 
opportunity to entertain the horticulturists 
of the state, and he §spoke with pardonable 
pride of the situation of Grifilin and its many 
advantages which would make it a desirable 
ylace for horticulturists to meet. In his speech 
he remarked that Griffin had its manufac- 
tories, its churches, its schools and other 
adyantages to be proud of, but its greatest 
source of @ride was the adaptability of this 
section for Forticulture, as has been proven by 
the varieties of fruits that were grown here 
and their perfection. He concluded with a 
general welcome to the society, after which he 
introduced Colonel J. J. Hant, who welcomed 
the visitors in behalf of the local horticultural 

society. 

Colonel Hunt, in a pleasant manvrer, spoke 
of the advantages of the society’s meeting in a 
piace like Grittin, where the people could have 
an opportunity of Judging fruit ‘fresh from 
the hills,’’ and also eniarged upon the impor- 
tance of the mission to the State Horticultural 
society. .i[e spoke of the progress that lmd 
been mace lately toward the development of 
fruit culture, and the important effect these 
meetings had upon horticulture in the state. 
In conciusion he extended a most cordial wel- 
come to the visitors from the Middle Georgia 
Horticultural society. 

MR. BERCKMANS REPLIES. 

Atthe conclusion of Colonel Hunt’s wel- 
come address, President P. J. Berckmans of 
Augusta, introduced Mr. R. J. Redding, of 
Atimuita. who made the response to the ad- 
dresses of welcome. Ina most pleasant man- 
ner this gentleman eniertained the assembly 
for fifteen minutes. He isa former citizen of 
Griftin and of course has a tenderness for his 
old home. He spoke of this section as it was 
before the war, just after the war and now. 
Before the war, he said, cotton was king, and 
just after the war people believed that 
cotton was the only.product that would 
pey; but, latterly they had _ learned 
that horticulture was the best of all, that fruit 

said best. He paid tribute to Griffin as being the 
best place in the state to meet, and, although 
an Atlanta man, thought that Atlanta’s great 
trouble was that it did not have Griffin’s loca- 
tion. Colcnel Redding’s happy manner of de- 
livery made a fine impression upon his audi- 
ence, many of whom were old friends who 
could have listened to him with interest. 
President Berckmans then gave a recess of 
ten minutes to get a poll of the members and 
allow others to be enrolled. 

When the meeting was called toorder Presi- 
dent Berckmans begun his address, which was 
aw fuil and exhaustive exposition 6f the differ- 
ent subjects to be discussed by the society at 
this meeting. Heimpressed upon the mem- 

of the society and other fruityshippers the 
necessity of having their packages aud crates 
ior shipping made at home and to have them 
mae in such shape as would be accessible to 
the cifferent markets. Lie then dwelt on the 
proportions that fruit shipping had assumed 
and the financial importance of the crop. 
Tie next adyised the members to lcok 
out and be certain that they got the 
best varieties of fruit when buying trees, as it 
wes very often the case that the same fruit 
trees were sold under different names in dif- 
ferent markets. ‘The growers should keepa 
strict watch and protect themselves from dis- 
reputable parties who would swindle them. 
The president had a large report on ‘‘Peach 
Yellows,” which had been prepared by an ex- 
pert sent out by the department at Washing- 
ton, which he had read but did not fully agree 
with. Hesaid the matter would be dis- 
cussed by the society and that some of the 
statements contained in this report would 
be refuted. He said that the orchards 
and vineyards would have to be protected from

THE PAPERS READ. 

The first paper read was by Professor John 
P. Campbeil on pew culture, which was a 
very able treatise on the subject. 

Hou. L. L. Varnadoe, in discussing this 
subject, said that only bearing trees show 
blight; young trees are free from it. In his 
opinion too much fertilization caused blight. 
He doesn’t think that fruit needs much fertil- 
izing; it may grow larger, but wiil have more 
sap and less saccharine matter. 

In discussing the blight Dr. Hicks said that 
his experience was that a fuil fruited tree 
blighted soonest. 

| Mr. Varnadce gave as his experience thata 
full fruited tree never blighted. 

President Berckmans then made a short 
talk on the different kinds of blight, which 
was both instructive and interesting. 

A paper by Mrs, Rosa Hanbury, of Atlanta, 
on geraniums, was next read, and approved 
by the society. 

The next paper was the “History of the 
Scuppernong in Georgia’ by Mrs. Rebecca F. 
Green, of Atlanta, which was also adopted by 
the society.

THE ST. NICHOLAS COLLISION. 


Startling Evidence Produced on the 


Trial, 

SAVANNAH,Ga., August 1.—(Special.]--In the 
investigation of the steamer St. Nicholas col- 
lision with the Tybee railread bridge, most of 
the witnesses examined today testified as they 
did at the coroner’s inquest. Some new evi- 
dence, howover, was brought cut. In the 
testimony of William Nobles, colored, the 
assistant in the pilot house, stated that when 
the bridge is closed there are two red lights 
displayed on the draw at the east and west 
ends,and when it is open the red lights 
reverse and bear north and south, hiding the 
southern light so that but one light shows. 
When the St. Nicholas entered into St. 
Augustine creek on the nighthof the accident, 
the lights were bearing east and west, signify- 
ing a closed bridge. A white light was wav- 
ing. Once or twice before the same 
light had waved him to Stop. 
He regarded it as a signal 
that purpose. When the bellssounded tor the 
reversing of the engine the boat was but 
twenty-tive feet from the bridge. He has been 
a licensed pilot for six years. His testimony, 
so Girectly in opposttion to that of Captain 
Ursina and others, created quite a ripple of 
excitement among the crowd of colored people 
present, which was increased somewhat when 
he declared that the St. Nicholas was a quar- 
ter of a mile from the bridge when he saw the 
lights and the lantern waved. There was a 
bottle of whisky in the pilot house that night, 
but he could not tell to whom it belonged. He 
hasirun on that course from Savannah to Fer- 
nandina for twelve years, and declared that 
all pilots understood the meaniug of the bridge 
lights.

In 
August, 1862, while running a boat on the 
Mississippi river, he met and married Miss 
Susanna Stfinger, who, with six children— 
three boys and three girls—is leit to mourn 
his loss. - 

For eleven years past he has been an en- 
gineer on the Savannah, Griffin and North 
Alabama road, and the Central never lost a 
more faithful servant than W. O. Carroll.

o t, it seems to us that the whole law 
ught to be revised. There are many young 
people ignorant and poor over the school age. 
Why should they not enjoy the state’s 
Dbenefaction? To draw the line of state aid 
4m this business at any age below twenty-five 
is to deprive a very large and deserving 
class of the benefits that Georgia desires to 
confer on her children. 

Justice demands that good monthly sala- 
ries be paid the teachers of the public 
schools. As matters stand now the great. 
state. of “Georgia pays them chiefly with 
promises, or defers the payment so that 
moneyed men can discount the claims. This 
sort of thing smacks of republican rule, 
when the treasury was empty.

Where Discord Reigns. 

A paper by A. L. Bartlett, in the current 
number of the Forum, discusses ‘The 
Transformation of New England.” 

Some of Mr. Bartlett’s facts are interest- 
ing and suggestive. About acentury ago 
New England was more homogeneous than 
thesouth. Only one in a hundred was an 
Irishman or}a Scotchman. Only one in 
five hundred was of Huguenot descent, The 


people were almost solidly English. ; 


What is the status of this once homoge- 
neous people today? Out ofa population of 
1,942,141 in Massachusetts in 1885 the 
foreign born nufnbered 526,867, not includ- 
ing native children of ailen parentage. It 
seems from that census that the foreign 
born represent one-fifth of the people em- 
ployed in agriculture, one-half of those em- 
ployed in the fisheries, two-fifths of those 
employed in the manufacturies, and two-

thirds of those employed in mining and as’ 


laborers. 

The influx of the French Canadians is 
another startling thing. Manchester, New 
Hampshire, out of a population of 40,000 
has 12,000 French Canadians; Nashua5,500 
out of a population of 17,000, Lowell is one- 
third French Canadian, Fall River in 1859 
had only one family of these immigrants 
and’now has 20,000. 

Naturally, this shifting of population 
affects religion. The Catholics now con- 
stitute one-fourth of the population of New 
England, and two-fifths of that of Massa- 
chusetts where they dre said to hold the 
political power in sixty-nine cities and 
towns. .

Lippard leaped into the noon-day blaze of 
notoriety at once and became as popular in 
his day as Rider Haggard isin ours, He was 
no penny-a-liner from the slums, no dime 
novelist, no hack writer for the blood and 
thunder weeklies. He was a master of the 
mysteries of sensational story-telling, and 
he wrote good English. Daniel Webster 
was certainly a man of excellent literary 
judgment. If he could find Lippard’s ro- 
mances fascinating it is fair to suppose that 
they had merit. The great statesman was 
an enthusiastic admirer of the novelist. 
He pronounced him aman of genius, and 
predicted enduring fame for his works. 

But where are these once popular novels 
today, and who knows anything about their 
author? Even in New York, a city full of 
book stores, one has to appeal tothe news- 
papers to answer the question. 

Just what happened to Lippard will befail 
many aman whois now working like a 
slavé to win fame and fortune. Today a 
man’s naine is ringing through the land;

We commend the pluck of thé farmers who are 
determined not to be swindled by the jute syndi- 
cate, and refuse to purchase it even at a lower 
price, we Cannot say we indorse so much of 
their actiolf es seéks to interfere with the liberty of 
others to use or boy what they please.

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these, so as to make the speculators lose moncy, 
we would rejoice. This is not legitimate business; 
it is the principal upon which the robber acts, “I 
will take your money because I have the power.” 
But we have wandered off from our purpose. It 
was to call attention to the importance of sectring 
a full supply of cotton bagging for the benefit of all. 
The cotion crop is nearly on us. A month from 
now and the gins will be in condition to run, and 
picking begun. Itis the best policy with farthers 
to push cotton upon the market as early as 
, and how are the people to do this without 
a full supply of : 


If the mills only make what is ordered, 
tify the public they will do, how are the farm 
| who are not members to get cotton bag- 

ging? When the time comes to sell cotton, farmers 
will not wait to send to West Point or New Orleans 
for bagging. Most of them have to buy on a credit, 
and pay for itout of their cotton. They have no 
credit with the factories, and have no money to 
buy forcash. Theresult will be that they will be 
compelled to use whatever they can get. 

As we are informed, merchants are excluded 
from membership in the alliances, and cannot esti- 
mate what amount will be furnished through the 
organization, hence they cannot safely calculate 
the amount that will be necessary to supply these 
customers, and will be slow to order in large 
amounts for fear that it may lie over on their hands. 

Now, we will be glad to see the jute trust bursted, 
and every man who has taken a hand in this spec- 
ulation bankrupted, but unless there issome con- 
cert of action among farmers and merchants, inside 
and outside of the organization, there will be a 
complete failure to accomplish the result. 

It is an easy matter to pass resolutions, but when 
the covering for a million bales of cotton in Georgia 
is to be furnished, in three or four montbs, that isa 
matter of business that will require active 4nd en- 
ergetic work. It is a business that takes time to get 
properly organized. 

The wholesale merchants buy from the factories. 
They have facilities for raising money aud securin 
bank acceptances equivalent to money. The retai 
men buy from them, and supply the ginpners and 
farmers as they need it. 

Now, unless there is some organized system of se- 
curing cotton bagging as it is needed, the jute men 
will push their abeds inte the market at a less price, 
and the people will be forced to buy it or ict their 
cotton lie unginned, and the bulk of the crop wall 
be thrown upon the market at the same time. In 
trying to dodge one set of speculators we will fall 
into the hands of a more remorseiess set. 

It is very easy to point out difficutties, but not 
always 80 easy to prescribe the proper remedy. 
For the present we only suggest the trouble that is 
likely to be upou us in September.

A Charlestonian Who Tells of What He Saw 
Here. 


Mr. W, K. Darby, who came to Atlanta last 
week from Charleston with W. F. Maguire to 
look into the industries here with a view of 
establishing some enterprise in their own city, 
has decided on beginning with a mattress fac- 
rege ing of Atlanta after his return 
to Charleston, he said: 

‘I was astonished at the hurry and bustle in 
the streets, and at the evidences of prosperity 
onevery hand. The resident population is 
largely in excess of ours and the transient pop- 
ulation is surprising. There are forty-odd pas- 
senger trains arriving and leaving every day. 
At the Kimball house, where I sto , the 
register showed four pages of arrivals on last 
Friday and it isso everyday. What induces that 
traveling? Manufactures—industmes. The 
peu spend their money liberally in the erec- 
tion of manufactories of every description. It 
is a live, go-ahead place, and consumers know 
that they can procure what they require there 
as good andas cheap asin any city in the 
country. It amused me greatly to see how the 
street cars scoot through the city. The city 
authorities give them plenty of latitude, and 
the consequence is that there are nine lines 
running in different quarters; two dummy 
lines go at the rate of about twenty miles an 
hour.

He said he would rec- 
ommend the exclusive use of cotton bagging so 
far as practicable. 

Mr. Butler further stated that the jute in- 
terest could be made to suffer by advocating 
the use of cotton sacks for commercial fer- 
tilizers. He said he hoped the conference 
would also discuss the official control of fer- 
tilizer sales. He spoke of the various systems 
in force in the southern states, and said he 
thought they should recommend to the legisla- 
ture such changes as would better protect the 
consumer and relieye the trade of useless 
burdens. Mr. Butler concluded by saying that 
the question of emigration should also be dis- 
cussed. After these remarks the meeting was 
called to order. Mr. Butler was elected chair- 
man and J, C, Cheney secretary. 

On the motion of Commissioner Robinson a 
committee consisting of Hons. John T. Hen- 
derson and B. M. Hord was appointed to 
draft a set of resolutions which should be 
adopted by the convention.

Dr. Caloun’s Bond. 

Dr. Calhoun’s bond, of which reference has 
been made in thesé columns, was up for con- 
sideration before the appropriations committee 
of the honse yesterday afternoon on Mr. How- 
ell’s bill authorizing the treasurer to meet the 
payments of the coupon on the bond. 

r. Calhoun was present and stated that he 
bought the bond as a perfect evidence of .debt 
re the signature of the 
governor, of the secretary of state, and treas— 
urer, andthe sealof the state. He at once 
had it registered with the then treasurer, 
Major Speer. The coupons were met regularly 
until January Ist, 1859, when it appeared that 
there wasa ¢ uplicate in the treasurer’s vault 
which had never been put in cireulation. If 
there was anything wrong about it he did not 
know it, and when he bought the bond he, of 
course, ‘felt that he was making a secure 1n- 
vestment, 

A letter was read from State Treasurer 
Hardeman stating that Governor Smith had 
stated that he had signed the bond, and that 
it had every evidence of legality. He person- 
ally believed that the state was legally and 
morally bound for it.
